As part of the pro- 
gram a ,ne'ws dispatch was tele- 
phoned from London to the Asso- 
ciated Press In New York, the first 
news story ever thus to be trans- 
mitted across the ocean. 


Across more than 3,500 miles of 


land and 
sea 
voices in London 


came clearly to listeners In 
New 
York and were answered without 
difficulty. 
Reception at both ends 


was pronounced clearer even than 
on average local calls. 
The first message transmitted 


was to a. reporter for the Associ- 
ated Press, relaying- an interview 
with Ambassador A. B. Houghton 
by a reporter 
for 
Reuters Tele- 
graphic agency, British news bu- 
reau. 


The London talkers were at the 
British general 
postoffice. Their 


words were carried by wire to tho 
broadcasting station at Rugby and 
thence broadcast 2,900 miles across 
the Atlantic to an answering- sta- 
tion at Houton, Me. From Houton 
they came by wire 600 miles to^the 
listeners in tho 
American Tele- 


phone &. 
Telegraph 
Co-, 
at 24 


Walker street. 


Received at Wroughton. 


The replies went from the Walker 
street offices by wire to a broad- 
casting1 station at Rocky Point, L. 
L, across the Atlantic "3,300^ miles 
by this route, to a receiving station 
at AVroughton, Eng., and thence by 
wire to London. 


Coincidence of these first public 


conversations with the anniversary 
of the patenting- of the first tele- 
phone was an accident, discovered 
only after arrangements had been 
made.

INCOME TAX FACTS 


Losses if incurred In a taxpayer's 


trade or business or profession or 
in "any transaction entered into for 
profit" not compensated for by in- 
surance or otherwise are deductable 
from gross income In determining 
net Income upon which the income 
tax is assessed. To be allowed, 
losses not incurred In trade, busi- 
ness or profession must conform 
closely to the 
wording 
of

statute. For example, a loss in- 
curred in the sale of a taxpayer's 
home or automobile, which at the 
time of purchase was not bought 
with the intention of resale, is not 
deductable, because it was not a 
transaction "entered into for profit." 
Losses sustained In the operation 
of a farm as a business venture are 
deductable. If sustained in the op- 
eration of a farm operated merely 
for the pleasure of the taxpayer, 
they are not deductable.

of $500,OOQ,000 in thirty-year bonds 
was announced Sunday by Secre- 
tary Mellon in connection with the 
regular March financing program of 
the treasury.

Applications for the 
bonds will be received at Federal 
Reserve banks.

VBORAH LOOKING AHEAD. 
Prior to the republican national convention in 1924, 


United States Senator William Borah resisted all ef - 
forts to draft him as the party candidate for vice- 
president 
President Coolidge added his voice to the many 


appeals made by prominent leaders but with no suc- 
cess Senator Borah turned a deaf ear to all sugges- 
tions he should permit his name to go before the con- 
vention. He indicated he valued his independence of 
action and thought more highly than any honors 
-which might be conferred upon him through elevation 
to the vlce-presldc-icy. 


Since then Mr. Borah has been industriously and 


untiringly building Up a program if he should decide 
to" enter the lists against the president In 1928. Pre- 
sumably Mr. Coolidge will again seek nomination In 
the'event that affairs are going smoothly .and senti- 
ment in the country seems favorable to his re-election. 
It is only natural Mr. Borah should have some am- 
bitions In that direction himself. He has^ been before 
the public for nearly a quarter of a century, now, and 
in the last two years has reached the summit of popu- 
larity. "With the sole exception of Calvin Coolidge 
there is no one in the republican party today to chal- 
lenge the leadership of Mr. Borah. He is more widely- 
known and commands greater public respect than any- 
one else lest it be Mr. Coolidge. 


It would seem that Mr. Borah had settled upon the 


world court issue as the most promising avenue of 
attack upon the administration. Following the vote in 
the senate, wherein Mr. Coolidge's recommendation for 
American membership was approved, the Idaho sen- 
ator served notice he would carry the fight to the peo- 
ple. Since then he has been speaking in various cities 
of the United States, and particularly at those points 
where approaching congressional election contests 
are pending. But it is not solely the question of the 
world court -which has produced a difference between 
Mr. Borah and Mr. Coolidge. Borah has been a caustic 
critic of a number of the president's appointments. He 
opposed him with reference to many details of the 
tax program. He has been thoroughly and completely 
out of sympathy with the settled administration policy 
of permlttlnc Blir Business to continue nlnncr pro-sent 
trends. He has been against the president more than 
lie has been with Mm and the opinion persists that 
he has been quietly preparing the framework for his 
fight against Mr. Coolidge in 1928. 


The president Is still supreme today. 
Neither Mr. Borah nor any other leader in the re- 


publican ranks could hope to displace Mr. Coolidge at 
this time. What the situation will be two years from 
now remains to be seen. 


If conditions remain prosperous, Mr. Borah will 


find it exceedingly difficult to stir up enough dis- 
content to make even a formidable threat against the 
continuance of poolidge domlnacy. If, on the other 
hand, there is a slackening of business, he. will prove 
a most worthy rival. Borah, has qualities about him 
•which appeal to a large portion of the American peo- 
ple, which were lacking in LaFollette and Hi Johnson 
and others who attempted to overturn the rule of those 
now in charge of the party destinies. He is more judi- 
cial in his temperament. Borah does not permit his 
tongue to run wild. When he has anything to say it 
is usually mature and well-considered. No man is bet- 
ter fitted to make the most out of American prejudice, 
particularly with reference to foreign affairs, than 
Borah. 


It will be well for the republican leaders to watch 


Senator Borah in the next two years. If a serious chal- 
lenge to the present leadership of the party is present- 
ed, he will be the man to lead it. He will not be as 
easy to defeat as some of the others who liave en- 
deavored to weld the insurgent elements into; a. com- 
pact organization. 


THE PLANETS ON DRESS PARADE. 


It -will soon be time for Eaater millinery aad new 


spring costumes to make their appearance. A good 
many people have their thoughts largely on those 
things at present. Spring; is the time when all nature 
puts on new clothes, and mankind, or at least woman- 
kind, feels impelled to do the same. So the world and 
its human inhabitants will shortly appear in dress-up 
raiment. 


All this seasonal display on earth is having its' 


counterpart in the heavens. The whole solar system, 
as it were, with the exception of one or two mem- 
bers that never do cut much of a dash in celestial so- 
ciety, seems to have come out on dress parade. 


To begin with, there is Mercury, which shows it- 


self only occasionally where it can be seen from our 
Own planet. It revolves around the sun In a compara- 
tively small circle, from our point of view never gets 
more than 12 or 15 degrees away from the brilliant 
orb of day. Consequently, It is usually lost in the glare 
of sunlight. But it has no-w swung out far enough 
away from Old Sol to be visible. X.ook over in the 
•western sky at 7 o'clock in the evening, just a little 
bit t'o the south, and you can" see it shinlngr with the 
brightness of a first magnitude star. If it were not in 
the twilight zone, it would show up still brighter. In 
a few days It will move in. toward thevsun and dis- 
appear f.rom our vision. On the last dky of March 
it will pass between us and the sun in what is called 
by astronomers 
the "inferior conjunction." Later, 


about June 1, it will reappear in the heavens as a 
morning- star. 


But the" big fashion show that is beirs put on by 


members of the solar family comes in the early morn- 
Ing hours. From P:45 tp 8 a. m., folks who get up 
early may enjoy a real treat ir the sky is clear. Over 
in the east is Venus, most brilliant of all the planets, 
and lower down near the horizon is Jupiter. Mars, 
the red warrior, is «tr*,lrht southeast, about half-way 
up to the zenjlth. Silvery Saturn may be seen as an 
Object of medium brightness high up in the southern 
•ky, and somewhat to the west. The waning crescent 
"moon adds a brilliant touch to the ensemble. 


„ Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, and the 
moon wcro the only moving bodies known to the 
ancients, ulle from the sun, the earth, and an oc- 
fjkstoaal COR et W* have them all In plain view at 
*>-esent, If we look a.t the right times. And the spec- 
tacle they present ia welt worth a little trouble and 
early rising in order to see. It will not last long; so 
it you care to witness It take advantage of the oppor 
tunity now. 


As each planet moves in a different path from the 


othtrti, some rapidly and some stowly In their 
course through the sky, they do not often get so close 
together as they are now. Mercury is the sun's little 
chicken, as it wert, and always hover* clout within tho 
central body's protection. It makes four revolutions 
while tho earth is making one. Venus takes eight or 
nine month* to complete a circuit; Mars, almost two 
years; Jupiter over 11 year*; and Saturn, 2f years. 


Anyone 21 years old who sees Saturn now will be 


50 years old before it returns to the same place In the 
heavens. It moves eastward in a whole year not quite 
as far as our moon does in one day of 24 hours. 


The two most remote planets, Uranus and Neptune, 


have no part in the dress parade, as Neptune never 
becomes visible to the naked eye, and Uranus, which 
shines very faintly at its best, is right now on the 
other side of the sun and therefore invisible. 


THE WORLD'S GREATEST TOURNAMENT. 
Lincoln will have the pleasure and honor of enter- 


talnlnr the greatest high school athletic tournament in 
the world this week. More than 340 basketball teams 
will endeavor to settle championship honors in tho 
various divisions, while conservative estimates place 
the number of high school boys taking part at 3,000. 


Nebraska was a pioneer In the tournament plan; she 


still retains leadership. 
' 


With the single exception of last year, -when the 


central tournament was abandoned for district meet- 
ings, it has shown a consistent, steady growth most 
pleasing to those interested In It. 


Perhaps the state secures but a glimpse of the teams 


as they -battle for basketball honors. There Is an- 
other phase to the tournament, however, -which is 
of greater value and which justifies its existence in 
the busy affairs of school life. For most of the young 
men who are coming to Lincoln next Wednesday and 
Thursday, it is their first view of university life, 
They will have an opportunity to Inspect the build- 
ings, to become somewhat familiar with the procedure, 
to meet members of the faculty and upper graduates 
and to at least get on speaking terms with the dally 
grind which they will follow if. they decide to con- 
tinue their studies beyond the high school. It is a 
new and strange experience for most of them but 
one which can prove most valuable If applied later on. 


It is to be most earnestly hoped that the citizens 


of Lincoln will do all In their power to make the stay 
of these high school boys most pleasant. 


MORE DIRTY WASH IN TEXAS. 


Texas, it appears, is in for another bad time of it 


as far as state politics are concerned. Probably it 
would be better to say that the "bad time of it" is to 
continue. "Ma" Ferguson, who has been proxying for 
her husband in the position of governor, has 
an- 


nounced that she will seek re-election for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a vindication at the polls. Her op- 
ponent is Attorney General Moody, who has been most 
active in making the charges which drive Mrs. Fer- 
guson into the campaign. One wonders what she 
would have d one for a campaign platform if Moody 
had not made his charges. 


Since Ferguson was impeached and his wife elected 


governor in his place, Texas' politics has been one 
continual washing- of dirty linen. Charges have been 
hurled back and forth and press dispatches frequently 
announced a new movement to investigate the actions 
of the chief executive. None, however, progressed very 
far. For that reason the discussion during this cam- 
paign will In all liveliness be a bit sulphurous in spots. 


Mrs. Ferguson has had a curious record while gov- 


ernor. Not the least impressive point of her career -n-as 
the wholesale pardoning- of convicts which she ac- 
complished last fall. It is not to be wondered at if the 
exhilarating novelty of a woman governor has worn a 
Ittle thin in Texas. After all, while a campaign for 
vindication may not be without certain merit, people 
are interested mostly in honest and efficient govern- 
ment, and not vindication races. 


THE SEVERANCE TAX. 


The severance ta* is one which people in this part 


of the country have heard little about, but which they 
have nevertheless been paying. It is in force in many 
of the southern states, notably Louisiana, Arkansas 
and others blessed with natural resources, such aa 
timber and minerals. The severance tax is a levy by 
the state on the gross value of such resources and is 
Imposed at the time of severance, 
payable each 


quarter. 


All forms of timber, turpentine and other products; 


minerals, such as oil, gas, sulphur, salt, coal, lignite, 
and ores; also marble, stone, gravel, sand and shells 
and other natural deposits must pay the severance tax 
which Is three per cent of the gross market value of 
oil and gas and two percent of the gross market valuo 
of all other natural resources. This must be paid by 
;he owner. 


The severance tax Is in addition to all other taxes 


and in Louisiana a half million dollars was collected 
on forest products alone In 1922^ The principle is not 
new and the tax would appear to be a just and 
:qultable one.

EAT APPLES. 
Do you.know there is no record in the Bible saying that it was an 
apple that caused the downfall of man? Instead I find that it vas held 
In great eateem. David prayed (Psalm 17:?): "Keep me a* the apple of 
the eye;" and In Proverb* (25:111, Solomon <saya: "A word fitly spoken 
Is like apples of gold in network of •liver." Isn't that beautiful? 
You see the good reputation of the apple date* a long way back. 
There Is evidence that the apple was well known to the pre-historlc 
people of Europe, and that the early settlers of America found the In- 
dians cultivating it. It ieems also that the applfc with other fruits and 
nuts have constituted the main bill of fare of primitive man. 
The reason that apples have maintained for such a long time a repu- 
tation for beln»- a good food, is that they are a food food, and we would 
all of us profit by eating more ot them in place of so many sweets and 
concentrated desserts. 
The apple has these points in its favdr: the malllc acid (which is the 
fruit acid of apples and some other fruits) when oxidized, is basic or 
alkaline in Its reaction, and as too large a portion of our foods leaves 
an acid reaction—our flesh foods, and excess of cereali, breads, sweets 
and fats—a liberal consumption of the apple helps to keep the normal 
slight alkalinity of the blood and tissue fullds. No scurvy occurs In 
camps when they are near apple orchards, for the anti-scurvy vitamin 
is present In the apples. In fact they contain all of the known vttmlns. 
Weight for weight, apples do not contain so high a percentage of 
antineurltic and anti-scurvy vitamins as do the citrous fruits, but the 
fact that they can be used In larger amounts by most people than the 
citrous fruits, because they are cheaper, makes up for this. 
Apples thoroughly masticated are easily digested by most any decent 
stomach. They help combat constipation with its intestinal intoxication. 
Apples being good, naturally the juice of apples is good, so sweet elder 
Is one of the most healthful of drinks—especially good in gout, rheuma- 
tism and m other disorders that are associated with forms of acldosis. 
The caloric value of an apple is largely in its fruit sugar, as it has 


very little fat or protein. One good-sized apple (TA ounces) is 100 cal- 
orics.Occasionally we find people who are distressed by eating- apples, but 
this Is rare. It Is thought that in these cases there is a, sensltlzation to 
the ;*nall amount of protein that is in them. 
Be sure, when you eat apples raw, to wash them very thoroughly. 


Of course this is tru* of all fruits, but apples, especially those which 
have been polished for display, may have had some dubious" methods of 
polishing used. 
Baked apples, stewed apples, fried apples, apples in any form are 
good. Cooking destroys some measure Of the anti-scurvy vitamins, but 
all of the other good elements remain. One apple a. day may not keep the 
doctor away but perhaps two or three will (or the equivalent in other 
fresh fruits.)

Self Deception And Levitation

The proponents of the mystic 
phenomena produced by "mediums," 
who usually believe, or whose spon- 
sors profess to believe for them, 
that they are actuated by spirit 
"controls" Issuing out of the realm 
of the physically dead, continue to 
invite attention to some of their 
proceedings, to which they give 
the name of "scientific Investiga- 
tions." 
No ono can deny that the subject 
is attractive to Intilligent curiosity, 
as anything which arouses the at- 
tention of great numbers of people 
must necessarily be. But, unfortun- 
ately, the 
"Investigators" usually 


permit themselves to be so ham- 
pered by restrictions as to light and 
as to other essential conditions of 
free and unfettered inquiry that 
their opinions cannot be regarded 
as conclusive or as having eviden- 
tial value for outsiders. 
But there is one alleged phe- 
nomenon 
among 
the 
"physical 


manifestations" produced by me- 
diums which seems to offer a way 
of penetration Into this obscure 
thicket of human 
psychology by 
which any really earnest investi- 
gator could proceed 
without so 


much danger of stumbling and get- 
ting mired in the darkness- 
I refer to what is called "levlta- 
tlon." This, of course, is no new 
subject, but It has never, to my 
knowledge, been investigated inde- 
pendently of the 
mediums 
and 
without 
connectlovi 
with 
their 


theumaturgical seances. 
Everybody has heard of it; many 


In every community have witnessed 
purported exhibitions of it, given 
sometimes as part of the social en- 
tertainment at an evening party, 
with only amateur performers. In 
substance, levitatlon consists of the 
lifting, "without effort," of the body 
of a person nearly all of whose 
weight seems mysteriously to have 
disappeared. 
The 
conventional formula re- 
quires that the person who is to 
be "levitated" shall extend himself 
on the floor, or &n a couch, or a 
couple of chairs, in such manner 
that two other persons may pl&ce 
the tips of their fingers under the 
sides of his body. All then, includ- 
ing the cxpcrlmentee ,take a num- 
ber of long, deep breaths, in strict 
unison, and at the tenth, or some 
other inhalation agreed upon before 
hand, the lifters raise their hands 
steadily upward, and up with them, 
supported on the fingers of the lift- 
ers, goes the body of the levitated. 
Some who have tried this experi- 
ment in my presence have assured 
me that they made no"effort what- 
ever in the act of lifting, but that 
the person seemed to go up as If 
floating. Others admit that they 
feel a1 very slight weight, but not 
comparable with the real weight of 
the body lifted. 


"When I myself have either assist- 


ed in the lifting- or played the part 
of the to-be-lifted, the experiment 
has failed. Tet those whose state- 
ments I have quoted are persons 
whose honesty I could not doubt, 
aad whom I can only suppose to 
havft been strangely self-deceived, 
a supposition which they stoutly 
combat.

tion, unconnected with mediums or 
seances, was sent to rue. I have mis- 
laid it, but my recollection .'Is that 
It said that when the lerltatlon was 
performed 
on the 
platform of a 


weighing- machine some 16 per cent 
of the weight was unaccountably 
missing-. That seems like an easy 
experiment to try over ag-aln any 
number of times. 


I find that quite generally per- 
sons who have had the experiences 
above described suppose that the 
phenomenon can easily be account- 
ed for by the inflation of the lungs 
of the levitated person. Even if that 
explanation were soun'd it would 
not account for tho alleged neces- 
sity that the lifters also shall hold 
their lungs expanded- This require- 
ment, however, suggests a psycho- 
physiological explanation of 
the 
self-deception; viz., that the lifters., 
While intent on strongly holding In 
the breath, are unaware of the real 
amount of force thej employ In lift- 
ing. 


The error in regard to tho sup- 
posed buoyant effect of holding- in a 
dee pberath comes from considering 
what happens to a swimmer who 
inflates his lungs. His body rises in 
the water because he has expanded 
it with air, which is about 800 
times lighter than water. But filling 
the lungs with air IN air has not 
similar effect. 


Mediums are very fond of aston- 
ishing- their scientific investigators 
by feats of levitatlon in the dark or 
in semi-darkness. But if the thing 
can be done in full light, with no 
mystical paraphernalia, why not In- 
vestigate It that way?

tist church on Riverside 
. M.- i. .-n ^i.nuanding- site opposite 
the Grant tomb will be erected the 
most costly parish church In Ameri- 
ca. Whether the cost will run to 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000 seems uncer- 
tain. The bell tower to carry the 
present chime now 
temporarily 
housed in the present church will 
rise more than 300 feet_, above the 
principal entrance; It Is conjectured, 
thoug-h not finally settled, that a 
suitable spire or flnlal may carry 
tEe structure up to 400 feet. 
That is about the height of the 
famous Glralda tower of Seville 
cathedral, which was adapted by 
Stanford White for the old Madi- 
son Square Garden, lately torn 
down, or that of the Antwerp 
cathedral. But it will be surpassed 
by the final cross of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine nearby which 
soaring 500 feet, will apparently 
overtop that of all other cathedrals 
except Cologne. 
New York City will be proud of 
Its new and splendid church. It can- 
not be denied, however, that 
Its 
erection will raise again the ques- 
tion whether, when a church aband- 
ons the scene of its labors, profiting 
by the enhanced value of its real 
estate, some portion of that in- 
crement should not be paid to the 
city which has so long exempted 
the property from taxation. Soon 
the Park avenue edifice will be no 
longer a church; it is real estate 
for sale; and its value is estimated 
at $1,750,000.

Fifty-nine individual seed corn 


tests have been made for represen- 
tative farmers of Lancaster county 
by the farm bureau office at the 
court house.

The average for germination was 


73% per cent. After taking out the 
ten poorest samples, the forty-nine 
best ones averaged 
88 per cent 


About one fourth of these tests were 
from 1924 corn, which shows a high- 
er percentage of germination than 
does that produced in 1925. 


County agent Purbaugh believes 


there is some old corn left in ejery 
community "which can be used for 
seeding, but that the new grain wil 
work well enough. He recommends 
that the seed be selected from the 
immediate neighborhood in which i 
is to be planted.
